PARLIAMENT AND IRELAND. 


In the House of Commons on Monday Mr. Forster 
replied to the numerous questions respecting the 
condition of Ireland. He denied that the landlords 
of that country were to any great extent making use 
of their powers so as to force the Government to 
support them in the exercise of injustice. As to the 
recent riots in Schull, Skibbereen, and Cork, he gave 
a full statement of the facts, which, though he 
admitted them to be serious, had been exaggerated. 
Replying to Mr. Otway and other members, Sir 
Charles Dilke asserted that, notwithstanding recent 
events in Tunis, our treaty rights with the Bey were 
fully preserved. The Land Bill was again con- 
sidered in Committee, some progress being made. 
More progress still was made on Tuesday, the Govern- 
ment majorities being still large. 

The Karl of Fife in the Chamber of Peers on 
Monday raised the question of the conduct of Scotch 
business in Parliament, and urged the desirableness 
of appointing a Minister for Scotland other than a 
law officer. Karl Granville admitted the importance 
of the subject, but could not give any pledge on the 
subject. : 

The Mayor of Liverpool on Tuesday morning 
received ofticial intimation from the Treasury that 
the Government would undertake the prosecution of 
M‘Grath and M‘Kevitt, the two men charged with 
the attempt to blow up the Townhall. 

The Right Hon. Henry Fawcett, M.P., has con- 
sented to act as presideut of the newly-formed 
South Lambeth and Stockwell Liberal Association. 
We trust he will deal a little more Liberally with 
the Telegraph clerks. 


We learn from Durban that the Boers have sur- 
rendered the men charged with the murder of Mr. 
Malcolm, aud that the chief, Masupha, has intimated 
his intention of paying his share of the fine imposed 
upon the Basutos by the Cape Government. 


The local Governments in India have received a 
circular from the Supreme Government on the 
administration of the new Factories Act. The 
Governor-General doubts the wisdom of the reduc- 
tion of the minimum age of children working in 
factories from eight to seven, and calls Bo the 
local authorities to watch this provision closely. 

A Calcutta telegram confirms the news of the fight 
between the troops of the Ameer and Ayoub Khan 
near Girishk. It is, however, represented as ** a very 
small affair,” although an undoubted victory for the 
Ameer. ^ 

Тіс sentences passed on several of the Kolapore 
conspirators have been reduced by the Bombay 
Government to one year's rigorous imprisonment. 

An interesting sham-fight took place on Monday 
between the troops at Aldershott, Sir Daniel Lysons, 
with a force of two regiments of cavalry, six and а 
half batteries of artillery, and eleven battalions of 
infantry, attacking a skeleton enemy, consisting of a 
regiment of cavalry, a battery of artillery, and a 
battalion of infantry, under Colonel Williams, R.H.A. 

The military tournament held last year at the 
Agricultural Hall, Islington, on behalf of the Cam- 
bridge Asylum—*: the only asylum for the British 
soldier's widow "'—is to be repeated at the same 
place from the 20th inst. to July 2. Тһе display of 
skilland agility exhibited on the last occasion was 
very attractive, and £500 was- thereby added to the 
funds of this excellent charity. It is hoped the 
exhibition this year wil prove equally successful. 
An excellent programme has been issued. 


Mr. Charles Russell, M.P., speaking at Dewsbury 
on Saturday evening, said he had never used ‘‘the 
language of indescribable eulogy” of the Irish Land 
Bill, but he recognised it as а and honest 
effort to settle the land question in Ireland. Mr. 
Serjeant Simon spoke at the same meeting. He 
said that, if they kept the House of Lords sitting till 
the,end of January, pass the Land Bill they must. 
That was the feeling ôf the Liberal party, who would 
stand by Mr. Gladstone to settle this-matter, and 
give peace to the United Kingdom. 


M. Gambetta, а Paris correspondent points out, 
has sustained another defeat, this time at the hands 
of the Chamber of Deputies. М. Bardoux, one of 
M. Gambetta's lieutenants, and the originator of the 
Serutin de Liste Bill, rejected the Senate, sub- 
mitted to the several groups of the Left a draught 
resolution ealling on the President ot the Republic

The iusurgents in Algeria have sustained another 
defeat. Тре French state their casualties at two 
men wounded, and place the loss of the insurgents 
fifty killed. 3 

A letter of a semi-official character, dated from 
Tunis, is communicated to the Paris papers an- 
nouncing the arrival in Tripoli of the new Turkish 
Governor, Vasif Pasha, together with two vessels 
having 1600 troops on board. The letter also 
mentions the activity displayed by the Turkish 
General, Hussein Pasha, in reorganising the military 
forces of Tripoli. 


The launch of the Flavio Gioja at Castellamare, 
which was delayed on account of stormy weather, 
was successfully effected last Monday morning in the 
presenceof her Majesty Queen Margherita, the Prince 
of Naples, and Admiral Acton, Minister of Marine. 

The Inman steamer City of Rome, said to be the 
largest steamer in the world save the Great Eastern, 
was launched on Tuesday from the yard of the 
Barrow Shipbuilding Company, in the presence of 
many thousand spectators. Just before the vessel 
was launched, a donkey boiler on the deck exploded, 
killing three men and injuring ten others, some very 
seriously.

The inaugural ceremony in connection with the 
monument іп memory of those who perished in the 
Grosser Kurfürst, took place last Monday at Folke- 
stone, in presence of about 150 officers and men of 
the German man-of-war Niobe. 


The ‘“‘drowning season" has set in with a 
vengeance. 

An inquest was held on Saturday, at Ellesmere, 
on the bodies of Mr. Wm. Thomas Artingstall, an 
ironmonger, of Manchester, and Mr. Joseph Jones, 
а farmer, of Wood-lane, Ellesmere. Тһе deceased 
were rowing on the mere, when the boat was upset, 
and they were drowned. The jury returned a verdict 
of ** Accidental death." 

А fishing-boat belonging to Whitehills, near 
Banff, foundered оп Sa ay morning while en- 
deavouring, in a heavy sea, to make Blackpots har- 
bour. One of the crew was killed by the fall of the 
mast, and the other three men on board were 
drowned. А fishing-yawl, containing four men, 
was upset on Saturday evening in Kirkcaldy Bay, 
and one of the occupants was drowned before assist- 
ance could reach him. A fisherman has also been 
drowned off Stonehaven.

THE LATE LORD JUSTICE 
JAMES. 


Тне recent death of Sir William Milbourne James, 
deeply regretted by a wide circle of legal friends, 
should forcibly bring before the Government the 
urgent need there is to increase the number of 
England’s Judges. Lord Justice James having been, 
іп a judicial sense, a host in himself, the void that 
has been created on the Bench is most noticeable 
just now. Lord Justice James’s death will be 
feit in a marked degree by Commercial men, 
If any well qualified observer will devote a little 
time to the examination of one Court only—the 
Court in which the Commercial Community 18 
most vitally interested: The Court of Bankruptcy— 
he will readily acknowledge that in this one busy 
centre alone there is imperatively needed a firm and 
competent Judge to deal exclusively with the 
monstrous arrears and abuses that accumulate— 
while creditors decay—in this Hall of Justice. 
Certain persons who make it a practice to fail every 
half a dozen years or so for £30,000 may not see the 
need of changing the existing order of things. But, 
if Lord Chancellor Selborne andySir Henry James 
will but see that one of the superior Judges is

appointed to the sole care of the Bankruptcy Court 
and Commissioners, the improved condition of affairs 
іп this direction would be soon evident. 

Lord Justice James died on the 7th inst., of con- 
gestion óf the lungs, at his house in Wimpole-street. 
The above portrait of the learned and venerable 
Judge is from the lifelike photograph taken by Mr. 
Charles Watkins, photographer to tho Royal family, 
and now of Torriano-avenue, Camden-road. Sir 
William Milbourne James was the son of Christopher 
James, Esq., of Swansea, by Anne, daughter of Mr. 
Williams, of Merthyr Tydvil. He was born in 1807; 
married, in 1846, Maria, daughter of the late William 
Otter, Bishop of Chichester; educated at the 
University of Glasgow ; was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn in June, 1831; appointed a Queen’s 
Counsel, 1853; was Vice-Chancellor of the County 
Palatine of Lancaster from January, 1853, to January, 
1869, when he became one of the Vice-Chancellors 
of England, and was on that occasion knighted ; 
appointed а Judge of the Court of Appeal in 
Chancery (now of the High Court of Judicature) 
June, 1870, and was then added to the Privy Council.

THE FENIAN PLOT AT 
LIVERPOOL. 


BRAVERY OF THE LIVERPOOL 
POLICE. 


Liverpool was, on Friday, June 10, the scene of 
another supposed Fenian outrage, very similar to 
that perpetrated at the police barracks in that city. 
This time the Townhall was selected for damage.or 
destruction. Аба few minutes past four o'clock in 
the morning, John Ross, cabdriver, was going up 
Water-street with his vehicle, when he saw two men 
on the doorstep of the west door of the Townhall. 
They appeared to be sailors, and had а canvas bag 
beside them. Ross turned his horse along Exchange- 
street West and asked them if they wanted а cab. 
They replied in the negative, and Ross drove to the 
cab-stand in Castle-street, opposite the Townhall. 
He had only been there а minute or two when he 
heard а loud explosion. Later, when the affair 
came to be investigated, Ross was taken to the 
police office, and he there identified two prisoners as 
the men he had seen with the bag on the step of the 
‘Townhall door. While the cabman was driving to 
the stand in Castle-street 


POLICE-CONSTABLE READE, 712, 

was on duty in front of the Townhall. This officer, 
‘consequent on something Ross said to him, walked 
round to the north-west corner of the building, and 
there observed the two men standing close to the 
door where they were left by the cabman. Reade 
perceived smoke issuing from a bag lying on the top 
step. On seeing the constable the prisoners darted 
off across ‘the Exchange area, followed by Reade, 
who blew his whistle continuovsly. The men had 
‘got through the arches, with Reade still in pursuit, 
‘when in Chapel-street Constable 884 (Creighton), 
attracted by the whistling, came up to him. Reade 
called out, 

“ Go back to the Townhall, it is being set on fire. 
I saw them strike the match and heard the fuze.” 

Creighton then ran towards the Townhall, and 
Reade continued his kaan of the two men along 
‘Old Hall-street, whistling all the time. His alarm 
attracted 


POLICE-CONSTABLE 553 (CASEY), 
who was іп Queen-street at the time, and this officer, 
on running up into Old Hall-street, found himself 
nhead of the fugitives, who, seeing themselves inter- 
cepted, тап up through Edmund-street, under the 
railway arches, and into Plumbe-street. Casey was 
fresh in the chase and close upon the heels of the 
runaway culprits. Не chased them into Singlepeg- 
lane, a narrow passage leading towards the Leedsand 
Liverpool Canal, and there, after а brief search, he 
found а man, who gave the name of M‘Kevitt, 
hiding under а waggon. Casey atonce dragged him 
out, and then found that he was armed with a large 
]0-chamberedrevolver, fully loaded. Тһе officer tried 
10 sieze the weapon, but M‘Kevitt threw it over a wall 
juto an adjoining coal-yard. Casey secured his pri- 
soner and took him back towards Leeds-street, where 
he again met Police-Constable 884, who took 
M‘Kevitt into custody and brought him to the 
central police-station. Having delivered himself 
of tbis portion of his duty, Casey resumed the 
pursuit of the other man. After securing the 
revolver M‘Kevitt threw away, he looked over the 
farther wall of a coal-yard and found the second 
culprit hiding іп an empty coal-barge. ‘This man, 
who gave the name of Barton, in the haste and 
terror of his flight had jumped into the canal, and 
then crept into the barge. In getting over the wall 
he tore open one leg of his trousers, and otherwise 
damaged his clothing. He was lying down when 
the constable approached. Casey presented at 
Barton the revolver he had recovered from M*Kevitt, 
saying at the time, ; 
** Have you got a revolver ?” 


Barton, who made no attempt at resistance, 
replied, 

“I have got one; take it out of my pocket." — 

The constable found the weapon to be a small six- 
chambered one, fully loaded. Не then took Barton 


into custody. 
THE EXPLOSION. 


Police Constable Creighton, when first alarmed, 
ran across the Exchange flags, and whistled for 
assistance. The noise of his whistle immediately 
brought to the spot Police Constables 898 (George 
M‘Burney) and 924 (Donald Sinclair). Reade’s first 
movement on seeing smoke issuing from the mouth 
of the bag was to lay hold of the package and draw 
it off the steps down to the footwalk. He tried to 
lift the bag, but found it was too heavy. M‘Burney 
then further dragged the package into the middle of 
the street, and was about to take his knife and cut 
the string, which tied the mouth, when his brother 
officers, alarmed by the fizzing of the fuse, told him 
to come away as it might be dangerous. All three 
men retreated from the bag, and had not gone 
beyond four or fiveyards, when an explosion occurred. 
The result was a great destruction of glass in the 
Townhall and neighbouring windows, while stone- 
work at a considerable height was damaged by frag- 
ments of the ‘‘infernal machine," which had been 
concealed in the bag. If the bag had been left 
against the Townhall door the damage would most 
likely have been very much greater. 


THE PRISONERS. 


With regard to the antecedents of the two men 
taken into custody, it seems that James M*Kevitt is 
thirty-two years of age, and a native of Warren- 


point, county Down. He says һе is unmarried, and . 


till lately has been residing with his brother in 
Naylor-street, Vauxhall Bridge-road, London. He 
has been employed as a dock labourer in Liverpool 
since the winter of 1870. Robert William Barton 
the other prisoner, is about twenty-seven yeurs of 
age. He stated that he was born in Glasgow, of 
Irish parents. He lived for some time in Dundee, 
and has been employed as a steward on board vessels 
plying between Scotland and London. This was 
some time ago. After leaving that occupation he 
lived for a considerable time in New Orleans, and 
some few months ago he came over from New York 
to Liverpool. Although he has had no employment 
in Liverpool, the sum of £3 was found upon him 
when he was arrested. They appear to have picked 
up a large portion of а water or gas main left in 
the streets during the renewals of the pipes that 
have lately taken place in the neighbourhood 
of Kensington, to have plugged the ends of the 
pipe with sections of wood about 2in. thick, and 
charged the bomb with gunpowder or dynamite. 
Extra revolver cartridges were found upon them, 
and also а number of other articles, including а 
Roman Catholic Prayer-book. Barton’s note-book 
is said to contain ad es and memoranda which 
point clearly to his connection with Fenianism and 
the leaders of that movement in this country. There 
were also found upon him two bronze medals linked 
together. On the obverse of the larger medal are 
the words, “Ireland and America," with the date 
1866. The smaller medal is the O' Connell medal, and 
bears the words, ** Ireland for the Irish ” and “Тһе 
Irish for Ireland," and “ Repeal year, 1843.” 

The two men, Robert William Barton, alias 
M‘Grath, and James M‘Kevitt, were brought up 
before Mr. Raffles, the stipendiary magistrate, at 
Liverpool, on Saturday. ‘lhe prisoners (who stand 
remanded) were charged with ‘damaging a build- 
ing by means of an explosive substance, with intent 
to murder," and also with “ placing an explosive 
substance near a building with intent to destroy and 
damage." 


THE COURAGEOUS CASEY. 


The smart and gallant constable, Peter Casey, who 
has earned such distinction by his plucky capture of 
the culprits, although of Irish parentage, is a native 


of Liverpool. Не is only twenty-six years of age, 
and he joined the local constabulary in February, 


1880. Не has seen service in the Army, having been 
a soldier of the 46th Regiment, aud to his military 


training is doubtless due the cool and brave manner 
in which he dealt with two armed ruffians, although 
he himself had no weapon whatever. George Loftus 
Reade (No. 712), who was the first to detect the 
prisoners in their work, and who courageously pur- 
sued them until exhausted by the chase, when he 
was relieved by Constable 553, is twenty-six years of 
age, and a native of Wexford. Не has been in the 
force since March, 1879, and had been previously an 
officer іп the Cape Town Police. Edward Creighton 
(884) is an old officer of the Liverpool force, having 
joined in 1866, previous to which he was a member 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary.

YACHTING. 


The ocean match of the New Thames Yacht Club 
was sailed on Saturday last. The wind was very 
variable and rather battling; and-the following vessels 
crossed the mark at Southend, the race being thence 
to Harwich, for £130 in prizes. Тһе following had 
entered in the schooner class :—Fione (150 tons), E. 
Boucher, Egeria (153), J. Mulholland ; in the Yawl 
Class—Opal (55 tons), H. Willis, Christine (40), G. R. 
Burnet, | udrun (85), J. Leask, Arethusa (57), Stoart 
Lane, Fleur-de-Lys (36), and Spindrift (80), H. 
Trower; while in the Cutter Class the Viola (20), 
G. Cawse, Мау (10), N. B. Stewart, Daphne (60), 
Sameena (90), J. Jameson, Buttercup (10), К. 
Hewitt, Maharanee (10), А. R. Ricardo, Britannia 
(38), В. B. Deaverney, went. There was little or no 
wind when they got away, and at the Mouse Light- 
Ship the Samcena drew out with the lead, and held 
her own well to the finish, winning the first prize at 
fifty minutes past four. The Egeria won the 
schooner prize easily, and the Gudrun the Yawls’. 

Тһе ecean race of the Royal London Yacht Club 
also came oft on Saturday, from Southend to 
Harwich. There were entered four cutters, four 
yawls, and one schooner. They left Southend about 
the same time as the New Thames vessels, and the 
Butterfly, cutter (20 tons), won, subject to protest 
on the part of the Torch (15 tons), which finished 
second. Тһе Mabel (cutter) came in first, but was 
not within her time.

Grasping the splendour of his 
chance, he took his life in his hand and started across the 
reeking battle-field for the frontier and freedom to telegraph 
in Belgium. 

‘When he reached the telegraph-office in Brussels, the day 
after the battle, the people there gave him the pleasant 
alternative of being considered either a raving lunatic or 
a knave trying to influence the European Bourses by false 
news, and refused to forward his intelligence. So he came 

on to England; and not many who read it can have for- 
gotten thebrief lurid story of the battle from his pen which 
the Pall Mall Gazette printed on the evening but one after 
it was fought, 


Later he was present in Paris on journalistic duty during 
the whole of the Commune. He and Archibald Forbes 
were with Dombrowski in the Chiteau de la Muette on that 
Sunday afternoon when the Versaillists eame streaming over 
the Communist defences; and these two journalists, when, 
later in the same evening, Dombrowski was wounded near 
the gate of St. Cloud, dragged him out of the mélée, and 
saved his life for the time.

OFFICIAL MEMORANDUM ON 
SMALLPOX. 


‘A MEMORANDUM of Dr. Buchanan, medical offier of 
the Local Government Board, on the present pre- 
valence of smallpox in London among vaccinated 
‘and unvaccinated persons respectively, was issued 
on Saturday as a Parliamentary paper. Dr. 
Buchanan says :— 


“ Of people living London, at all ages, there died 
of smallpox during the last fifty-two weeks 1532; 
‘and of these 325 are certified to have been vaccinated 
and 637 not to have been vaccinated; while the 
facts about vaccination are not stated in the case of 
510 of the deaths. Applying the mortality from 
smallpox at all ages during the last fifty-two weeks 
to the population of London, we obtain as the rate 
of smallpox mortality for the twelvemonth—among 
the vaccinated class, 90 per million, and among the 
unvaccinated class 3350 per million. These rates 
‘are for the inhabitants of London аф all ages; and 
they are not absolute rates, but they are rates that 
admit of comparison one with the other, and as such 
they are approximately correct." 

The lessons to be learned from the facts given are 
stated by Dr. Buchanan as follows :—** As no one 
suggests that the vaccinated and unvaccinated 
classes live under conditions differing from each 
other in their influence on smallpox, unless it pe this 
one condition of vaccination, it follows for a first 
inference that the vaccinated are much less liable to 
die of smallpox than the unvaccinated. The second 
lssson is that vaccination is not an absolute pro- 
tection against smallpox. In recording the present 
illustration of a quite admitted fact, it will be con- 
venient that I should refer to the possibility of 
difference in the degree of protection afforded by 
vaccination nowadays as compared with former times. 
The third lesson derivable from the figures is that 
the degree of protection, both actual and relative, 
afforded by vaccination is greatest to pore under 
five years of age, less when ages of from birth to 
twenty years are examined; and still less when 
people of all ages are taken into account. Thus the 
distance of time from the operation appears to be con- 
cerned with the degree of. its. protective » powers.”

Tiere cannot be a doubt that in Liverpool of late 
the Fenians have been very busy, and that evidently 
an arranged system of outrage had been planned. It 
is believed the police have information which will 
break up the organisation of those who have been 
the instigators of the outrages, and that others 
besides the men іп eustody in Liverpool may be 
brought to justice.

It is pleasing to learn that the “attempt at 
rescue’? reported on Sunday was merely the con- 
ception of some imaginative person who encountered 
a number of labouring men who were sauntering 
home in early morning after spending Saturday night 
in drinking in Liverpool. 


O'DONOVAN ROSSA AND THE 
LIVERPOOL EXPLOSION. 


An account is published in New York of an inter- 
view with O’Donovan Rossa, who denied all know- 
ledge of M*Kevitt and Barton Roberts, the two men 
arrested in connection with the attempt to blow up 
the Liverpool Townhall. He also denied that the 
act was instigated by the Fenian Brotherhood, al- 
though admitting that it grew out of the spirit 
animating the Fenian organisation. Mr. Rossa 
stated that the books of the United Irishman news- 
paper, of which he was the editor, contained the 
name of M‘Keyitt, of Liverpool, as one of its agents. 
The accounts proceed to state that Mr. Rossa 
asserted that he knew last December that explosives 
had been placed in the hold of H.M.S. Doterel with 
the object of destroying her, and furthermore that 
some Irishmen in the British Navy had assured the 
Fenians that they were ready to do the same thing 
again. If this be true, what sane Irishmen will 
tolerate any longer the diabolical schemes which 
have been too leniently winked at by the Land 
Leaguers ? 


ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP А 
SCOTCH POLICE STATION. 


On Monday inquiries were made into the circum- 
stances connected with an explosion which occurred 
early on Sunday morning at the village of Loanhead, 
about six miles from Edinburgh. It spears that 
the police were alarmed by hearing a loud noise 
outside the police office. Оп going into the street 
they found that two panes of glass in the window of 
the office were broken, and a small portion of the 


coping of the building was destroyed. An iron pipe. 


about six inches long by two inches diameter was 
lying in front of the office. The pipe had been filled 
with gunpowder, and a half-burnt fuse was lying 
beside it. Several Irishmen had been apprehended 
on Saturday night for being concerned in а dis- 
turbance in the village, and it; was at first thought 
that some of their companions had been concerned 
in the matter; but up to last night по clue had been 
obtained to the guilty parties. It is believed that 
there is no political significance in the affair. 


ARRESTS IN IRELAND. 


On Monday morning James Mahoney, а shoe- 
maker, was arrested at Millstreet, County Cork, 
under the Protection Act, with being © reasonably 
suspected of being the principal in an attack оп a 
dwelling-house." Mahoney was for some time im- 
prisoned asa Fenian suspect. 

James Bowe, secretary of the Lullardan Land 
League, was arrested under the Protection Act the 


same morning, and conveyed from Kilkenny Station 
to Naas Prison: Тһе warrant charged him with 
assembling with others, unlawfully to resist the 
service of writs. 


IRISH OUTRAGES. 


It is reported from Parsonstown that on Sunday 
night thehouse of a process-server named Doogan, in 
the neighbourhood of Cloghan, King’s County, was 
set on fire and considerable damage caused ; also 
the outhouse and’ stables of a farmer named Cusack 
were burned. ‘The alleged cause of the outrages was 
payment of rents. 

‘The Cork correspondent of the Freeman’s Journal 
says:—''An extraordinary outrage was committed 
in Clonakilty on Sunday morning. A loud explosion 
was heard in the street, and it was found on investi- 
gation that a large earthen jar filled with powder 
had been placed near the door of the house of Mr. 
Wright, solicitor, and exploded by a fuse. Happily, 
little damage was caused. The door was only 
blackened, but it is supposed that but for the defec- 
tive character of the bomb it would have blown away 
the door and part of tne house. There was a family 
living in the house. The outrage, it is alleged, is 
agrarian. Mr. Wright, it is stated, has recently been 
engaged by landlords for the service of writs, and on 
Saturday was employed at the Cork Courthouse in 
bidding at sales there in the interests of landlords. 
A stone was thrown into Mr. Wright's house earlier 
in the night, but по notice was taken of the matter, 
which was ascribed to mere wantonness. At the 
masses on Sunday the Rev. Mr. Madden and the Rev. 
Mr. O'Leary strongly denounced the outrage." 


CHARGE OF MURDER. 

On Monday at the High Court of Justiciary, 
Edinburgh, two sailors belonging to her Majesty's 
fishery cutter Vigilant, named John Henry Shewan 
and David Rintoul, were placed at the bar charged 
with having on March 14 last murdered Police- 
Constable Low while in the execution of his duty at 
Ehn-row, Edinburgh. At the close of the evidence, 
which lasted about six hours, the jury retired. After 
being absent about a quarter of an hour they 
returned а verdict of culpable homicide against 
Shewan and of assault against Rintoul. The Court 
delayed passing sentence. 


COMMON LONDON DANGER, 


William Beer, a carman, was charged at the 
Hammersmith Police Court on Monday with furiously 
driving and causing the death of William Planchets, 
The evidence was to the effect that the prisoner, who 
жаз drunk, drove a horse and cart at a furious rate, 
and that he knocked down a man who was drawing 
a barrow along the road. Тһе injuries thus inflicted 
were so severe that the man died in hospital on 
Monday morning. Whe prisoner was remanded, the 
magistrate expressing his intention of sending him 
for trial for manslaughter.
